Considering a Law to Make Prizo 
Fighting a Felony, 


A f p t i n , 
Tox.. Oct S.—In compi Iftn co 
trith tho proclamation of Governor Culbor- 
lion oonveniufithc» leglslatiiro to trtko notion 
on the prize iipjht question, which haa 
boon agitutod by the proposod Corbettr 
FitzRinimons mill at. Dallas, Oct. 81, a 
quorum of hotli bouKCH responded to roll 
call yestonlay at n<ìOu and woro In work- 
luK fihape within thirty minutes, and at 
13:30 o'clock promptly received n mcssaffo 
from Governor Culborson. 
The governor 
confined himself solely to the prize flffht 
question, and reviewed at lonprth the »ituiv- 
tion which has made tho calling of the 
loijifilature necessarj'. His message, after 
ft careful review of the condition of tho 
laws In other states, concludes as follows; 


'*Hy pronlaiiuition all persons have boon 
given notice that this exhibition would 
not bo permitted, and whatever has been 
done by its projectors was with full ro- 
Bponsibility for the consequences. 
Tho 
public interests require that this exhibi- 
tion, especially, 
should be suppressed. 
Dlscountonanoed by Mexico and the terri- 
tories, outlawed and driven from every 
state, it la proposed to assemble a horde 
of ruffians and gamblers and ofTor hero 
this commanding Insult to public decency. 
Against It the Instincts and pride of the 
people revolt, and your prompt and reso- 
lute action will spare them the Ignominy 
and tho shame. 


"It will do another thing. 
It will recall 
to the great city of this state, inhabited 
by a manly and generous and enlightened 
people, the wholesome and assuring truth, 
now obscured by anger and misconcep- 
tion, for which it will hereafter thank 
you, that no part of Its material prosper- 
ity, no part of Its social and Intellectual 
and Industrial progress no part of Its 
splendid destiny is bound up In an en- 
deavor to hold within its limits one of tho 
most disgraceful orgies that ever promised 
to discredit and dishonor Texas. 


"Impelled by a sense of duty to oxerfc 
every executive power to divert this calam- 
ity, you have been called in special session, 
tind tho responsiliility fortheconsequoncos 
is now divided \vith you. That you wiil 
meet it as becomes tho representatives of 
the whole people, anxious and ready to 
protect the fair name of tho state, U not 
doubted." 


As soon as tho message was read, In 
corapllano-e with Its command, two bills 
were introduced In both houses. 


The bilia are identical. 
The one Intro- 
duced in the senato by Senati)r Lewis, of 
Boxer, and the one in the house by liepre- 
sontative Ward, of Travis, are generally 
conciiulcd to be tho measim^s of the admin- 
istration, 
They provide that any person 
engaging in prize iighting or any pugllls- 
tlc encounter sliall be deemtnl guilty of 
felony, and shall bo punished by an im- 
prisonment of not less than one nor moro 
than two years. This bill, of course, hiw 
tho emergency clause. The other bill, in- 
troduced in the senato by Senator Simp- 
son, provides a penalty of not leas than 
five nor more than ten years, and further 
provides that any one who In any manner 
aids or abets a fight will be considered a 
participant, and subject 
to tho above 
named punishment. 
Tho 
omergonojr 
clause is also in this bill. 


Theso bills wero referrod to tho Juillo- 
lary committee In either house, and they 
were to take action thereon yesterday 
afternoon. The Dallas attorneys appeared 
before them, however, to ask for further 
time, claiming that they could show that 
the proposed law wiis unconstitutional 
and class legislation, as well as confiscrv- 
tory. In coniplianco witli their request 
both committees adjourned until today, 
and nothing further was done by either 
house in tho mattiir. 


As the matter now stands it is a political 
row between the friends of C-iovernor Cul- 
berson and his present opponents, of which 
he has quite a number iu tho legislature. 
There are ninety-four mumber,4 of tho 
house present and twenty-four senators, 
In tliu liouse it Is necessary to get eighty- 
six votes to make the law go Into immedi- 
ate elfect, and twenty-one votes are nocos- 
sary in the senate. 
In tho houso, at tho 
present time, there are fifteen oui and out 
men against putting an emurgency ciauso 
in the bill, whiJo there are four who uro 
doubtful. This puts the two-thirds voto 
out of tho question in tho houso with tho 
present roster. In the senato there ai'O 
tliree against tho oniergency cJauso and 
two doubtful, which places tho bill in bo- 
rlous danger there also. 


If a vute wiw taken now, with only tho 
present number present, there 
little 
doubt that the emergency clause would bo 
defeatiid. 
Tho administration forces do 
not proposo to coino to a vote on the )nat- 
ter, however, ujHil more of thtùr men ar- 
rivo, and thoso abaentoea are expected by 
this evening at the latest. The Dallas ino- 
pie also want a delay to gather additional 
forces, so everybody is plmsed to dehiy tho 
game at proaent. Lobbying ìm being in- 
dulged iu right and left. 


THE RIGHT OF FRANCHISE. 
U WEEK^S NEWS CONDENSED 


Kdaotttlonal nnd Propt^rty Qa»Ilflcations 
Proposed In South Cftrolina. 


COLnMBTA, S. C., Oct. 3|—Tho report of 
the suiTrage committeo of tho constitu- 
tional convention was mado last night. It 
provides for tho registration of qualified 
votora. 
Tho qualifications of 
electors 
given In tho following section aro ro- 
garded as practically disqualifying tho 
majority of negroes on account of tho edu- 
cational and property roquironients: 


"Tho person applying for registration 
must be able to read and wrlto any section 
In this constitution, or must show that he 
owns and pays taxes on $800 worth of prop- 
erty in this state; provided that at the first 
rei;^stration under this oonst4tutlon, and 
up to Jan. 1, 189S, ail male jwrsons of vot- 
ing age who can road a olau«o in tho con- 
stitution, or understand ttnd explain it 
when read to them by the registration ofll- 
cor, shall bo eligiblo to roglstor and bo- 
como electors. 


"A separate record of every Illiterate 
person thus registered, sworn to by the 
registration ofilcor, shall bo fllod, one copy 
with tho clerk of court and one ih the of- 
fice of the RRcrotary of state on or l)eforo 
Jan. 1, 1808, and such person shall remain 
dxu'Ing his lifetime a qualified olootor. un- 
less convicted of some disqualifying orimo. 
Tho certificate of the clerk of court or the 
eecretary of state shall bo sufllclent evi- 
dence to establish tho right of said class of 
citizens to registration and the franchise." 


A New Point of Law.

Scarciiy 0/ W'aier^ 


All through the southern sectiot) of 
the State the scarcity of water has» be- 
come so marked as to cause great in- 
convenience. 
Reports to the Phila- 
delphia Press from its correspondents 
show uniform hardships to the farm- 
ers in the several {counties and daily 
increasing danfp^r of water famines m 
the cities. J n Wilkesbarre, owing ttf 
inadequate facilities, the people are 
carrying water in buckets to their 
homes. 
The reservoirs have a scant 
supply and 
resolutions scoring the 
chief company for negligence have 
be^u passed at a big mass meeting. 
In the Schuylkill coal region the peo- 
pie of the small towns are getting wa- 
ter from the railroad tanks. In Mont- 
gomery, York, Lebanon and North- 
ampton the farmers and dairymen are 
forced to haul water many miles to 
their farms, springs and wells, hore- 
tofore regarded as neveri failing, hav- 
ing become dry in many cases. 


Unless rains come abundantly and 
very soon the Times says tho drought 
will be seterely felt in Philadelphia. 
The Schuylkill river is now lower than 
it was in the year 1869 when the 
steam fire engines were employed as a 
last resource to pump water into Fair- 
mount reservoirs,>nd throughout the 
Schuylkill Valley, the famine is keen- 
ly felt. ^ The current in the channel 
of the river was never before known 
to be at the stage it is now. At Phu^ 
nixville and Pottsville there is scarce- 
ly any evidence of a flowing stream.
